ly blind. Young eyes, old eyes, sharp 
eyes, dull eyes, blue, brown or black 
eyes—all of them, even the most per­ 
fect, have, in each retina, 
a

round spot, which is wholly blind bolti 
to brightness and color. This spot is 
located just at the point where the 
optic nerve enters, and is approxim ate­ 
ly one-twelfth of an inch wide. 
Several 
interesting 
experim ents 
can he m ade to prove the presence of 
this blind spot. For example, cover 
the right eye with the hand or a band­ 
age and gaze with the left eye steadily 
at a point on the wall or screen about 
seven feet distant. Lot another person 
be seated against the wall on your 
left-hand side, in such a position that I 
his forehead is on a level with th e ' 
point tit which you are gazing, and his" 
n earer cheek about twenty inches dis­ 
tant from it. 
Do not turn your eyeball, but gaze * 
steadily as at first, and tiis fact* will 
seem to tie perfectly blank. If you 
spread a sheet of paper on the wall 
and note the points at which a pencil 
moved back and forth by another poi­ 
son appears and disappears you will 
bo able to make an accurate map of 
the blind spot as projected on tin*, 
wall. 
Another experiment is performed by 
painting nine large letters in three 
vertical columns of three letters eacli 
upon it sheet of paper. Hold the paper 
at such a distance and in such it po­ 
sition before the eye that the centra! 
letter of the square falls within the 
blind spot, while the surrounding eight 
letters are still visible.
